Dereas by Hoare Act of Parlfament, For repairing the High-waies and Sewers, and for paving and 
keeping cleth of the Streets in and about the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, &c. it is (amongit 
2 other things) enacted and commanded, That all perſons within the City of London and 
Y Liberties thereof ſhall ſweep and cleanſe, oꝛ cauſe to be ſwept and cleanſed, all the Streets, 
82g Lanes, Alleys and publick places befoze their reſpective houſes, buildings and walls, 
twice every week, (that is to ſay, on Bedneſdates and Saturdaies) and cauſe all the Soil, 
Ee jy Dit and other Filth to be taken up into Baskets, Tubbs oz other Ueſlells, ready foz the 
Raker oꝛ Scavenger to carry away, upon pain to fozfeit thzee ſhillings four pence toꝛ every 

offence o2 neglect reſpectively: 

And that no perſon oz perſons whatſoever ſhall thzow, caſt oz lay, oz cauſe, permit oz ſuffer to be th:own, 
Laſt oꝛ laid, any Sea-coal-athes, Duſt, Dirt, oz other Filth oz Annotance, in any open Street, Lane ot 
Alley within the ſaid City oz Liberties, befoze oz againft his, her oz their dwelling-houſes, buildings oz 
walls, on the penalty of ave ſhillings ; noꝛ befoze the houſes, buildings o2 walls of any of their neighbours 
oꝛ other Inhabitants; oz befoze oz againſt any Church oz Church:-yard , oz any other publick houles, buil- 
dings, 02 places whatſoever ; no2 ſhall caft, lay oz thzow, oz cauſe to be caft, layed oz thꝛown into any 
common 02 publick Sink, Uault, Water⸗courſe, Common lewer oꝛ High⸗ way within the ſaid City and Li⸗ 
berties, 02 any other pꝛivate Gault oz Sink of any of his Neighbours oz other Inhabitants, any Aſhes, Duff, 
Filth, Ozdure, oz other noiſome thing whatſoever, but ſhall keep oz cauſe the ſame to be kept in their reſpective 
houſes, back-ſides o2 yards, until ſuch time as the Raker oz Scavenger do come to carry away the ſame, 
and then ſhall carry oz cauſe the ſame to be carried out and delivered to the Raker oz Scavenger, upon pain 
to fozfeit foꝛ every ſuch offence twenty ſhillings: | 

Allo it is enacted , That no perlon ſhall hoope, wach oz cleanle any Pipes, Barreis, oz other Cast 
o2 Ueſſells, in any Street, noꝛ ſet out any empty Coach to make oz mend, oz rough Timber oz Stones to be 
ſawn oꝛ wꝛought in the Streets, on the penalty of twenty ſhillings fo: every offence : 

And further, that the Rakers and Dcavengers every day in the week (except Dundates and other Poly: 
dates) ſhall bzing oz ſend their Carts into all the Streets, places, wards, Pariſhes and diviſions where the 
ſame can paſs, and at oz befoze their appzoach, by a Bell, Yozn, Clapper, o2 otherwiſe, ſhall give notice of 
their coming, and give like notice in every Court, Alley o2 place into which the ſaid Carts cannot paſs, and 
abide, and ſtay a conventent time foz the ＋ fozth of their Aſhes, Duſt, Dirt, Filth and Soil to their 
Carts, upon pain of fozty ſhillings foz every offence oz neglect reſpectivelp: 

And line wile that every Houſholder fozthwith ſufficiently repair oz caule to be repaired oz paved the Street, 
Lane oz Alley befoze his Houſe, wall oz building, to the Channel, upon pain to fozfert twenty chillings foz 
every default, and of twenty ſhillings a week foz every week til the ſame be amended: 

Now inaſmuch as there is an apparent neglect of the ſaid Act thzoughout this City and Liberties, and to 
the intent that the lame may be henceloꝛth duly executed tn all the particulars befoze recited, and none be 
ſurpziſed thzougy ignoꝛance either of his duty oz the penalties of his diſobedience , It is thought fit to give 
pou this intimation thereof, hereby requiring you in his Majeſties name to give pzelent notice and warning 
of the ſame to all Fnhabitants,Scavengers, Rakers a others in any wiſe concerned within your Ward.frictly 
charging and commanding them and every of them reſpectively to be diligently intent in perfozmance of their 
ſeveral duties in and about the pꝛemiſſes, upon the utmoſt penalties of the ſatd Act; fox recovery whereof, 
and the impartial pꝛoſecution of all offenders in any the caſes above mentioned, effectual care is taken that 
the — = Proman of the Channells (the pꝛoper Officers tn this behalt) be vigilant, active and 
faithfull in their duties. 1 : 

Yau are further to give thts ſpecial direction, that in ſweeping of the Streets the Soil be removed and 
ſwept up from the Channels to an heap under the houſes, and not left oz ſuffered to lie neer the Channel, to be 
fo:ced by the motion of Carts and Coaches, oꝛ wacht into the ſame by howres of Rain. And herein, and in all 
other means conducible to the perfozmance of this ſervice, ſo acceptable to his Majeſty, and ſo many wates 
concerning the honour, health and good government of the City, you are to ule your utmoſt care and endea⸗ 
vours, as pou tender his Majeſties pleaſure, and the welfare and happineſs of this City.
